to weave the last of the series 
about its demand and consump- 
tion in the congested regions of 
Europe. The Octopus dealt with 
the growing of the wheat; the Pia, 
which to my mind was rather dis 
appointing, possibly because the 
author was on unfamiliar ground, 
described the trafficking and trad- 
ing in the grain in Chicago, and 
the last of the series was to deal 
with its European destination.

lived long in America. His first 
novel of any prominence’ was 
Richard Carvell and it achieved 
wide popularity. It dealt with the 
early English settlements on the 
James River in Maryland and 
had a fine old colonial atmos- 
phere. It was very interesting, 
but was by no means a_ great 
novel. It bore a_ singular, re- 
semblance both in “‘motiff" and 
treatment to Thackeray's “‘Vir- 
ginians,’’ and suffered by the com- 
parison. Churchill's “‘Crisis’’, 
dealing with life in old St. Louis 
at the time of the Civil War, was 
his nearest approximation to 
greatness, but in it the author was 
too obviously a special pleader 
and the book suffered _ seriously 
from the American fault of par- 
tizanship. In it the Uriah Heap

to life again, in an American guise 
and under an American name.
